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The Church’s “V” Campaign .. . 


The Fall Every Member Visitation 


“This is the victory that has over- 
come the world, even our faith.” 
The Church’s “V” campaign repre- 
sents for us the Victory which must 
be ours from a well-planned and ef- 
fective Visitation. And certainly in 
a period when there is so much 
darkness in the world, the followers 
of Him who is the Light of the 
World should act to reinterpret His 
message and make it more vital in 
their lives. 

Some today are inclined to object 
to the use of symbols which remind 
us of the warfare in the world about 
us, but it must be remembered that 
Christ commonly used symbols and 
figures of things in the world of His 
day which had meaning in the ex- 
perience of His hearers. St. Paul, 
a militant non-militarist, exhorted 
the Ephesians to “put on the whole 
armour of God” for the cause of 
Christ. Can we be any less positive 
in this generation? 

The Church does have a “V” 


campaign already in progress, for 
the Christian’s five-point rule of 
faith for daily victory, as contained 
in the Presiding Bishop’s Forward 
in Service program is daily prayer, 
weekly worship, regular commun- 
ions, personal service, and propor- 
tionate giving. The Fall Every 
Member Visitation deals simply 
with these five points, not only with 
money as we sometimes think of it, 
and is in a real sense the proof 
of our faith in the mission of the 
Church. 


TIMING AND TRAINING VITAL 


The Every Member Visitation is 
our campaign to reach every mem- 
ber of the Church within a limited 
period of time, in order to acquaint 
them with the plans of our parish 
and to align them to its program. It 
is, therefore, vital that those who 
are to be the callers understand 
thoroughly the thing about which 
they are to talk. For this purpose, 
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each parish should map out its own 
time schedule. 

This is best done by either the 
Vestry or Parish Planning Group 
determining the actual dates for the 
Visitation. The National Council 
has recommended the period from 
November 9 to 23, but local condi- 
tions, such as Community Chest 
campaigns, sometimes change cir- 
cumstances. Having determined the 
date and chosen the chairman or 
Visitation Committee, next plan for 
the securing and training of the 
canvassers. The month of October 
should be used in determining what 
is to be the program of the parish 
and acquainting the callers with it. 
October 5th has been set as “For- 
ward in Service Sunday,” marking 
resumption of parish activities and 
presentation of Forward in Service 
plans for the year. 

Our National Council Depart- 
ment of Promotion recommends a 
minimum of three training sessions 
for the visitors. For one thing, we 
have the three point pledge card as 
an innovation which must be under- 
stood. This pledge card follows up 
the roll call of last May and empha- 
sizes all of the five points previously 
mentioned in the Christian’s rule of 
action. 

A definite technique in training 
canvassers to be used by one clergy- 
man is the use of corporate com- 
munions, followed with breakfast 
at which brief vital talks will be 
given on the parish program. 

BEHIND THE VISITATION 

Behind the Visitation must lie a 
Parish Planning Group, surveying 
the needs of your own parish or 
mission. We are going out in many 
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cases to approach those whose in- 
terest for one reason or another has 
lagged. Again in many cases we will 
be approaching those who have cus- 
tomarily given only token sup- 
port to the work of the Church. To 
what are we asking them to re- 
turn? Without the Parish Planning 
Group behind the rector, the prob- 
lem of adapting the parish program 
to the needs of the people is ex- 
tremely difficult. This group should 
be able to know where the parish 
program has failed to meet the 
needs and interests of people. It 
may be in the worship or it may be 
in the activities—this group can de- 
termine it. 


In order to aid this group in its 
survey of the needs of the parish, 
Forward in Service has put into our 
hands this fall a remarkable book- 
let called, “Our Parish in Action.” 
The work of the parish with the va- 
rious age groups is considered un- 
der the four headings of Worship, 
Study, Fellowship, and Work. A 
wall chart accompanies this book 
on which the Parish Planning 
Group can record how its parish is 
fulfilling its obligations to the mem- 
bership under each of these head- 
ings, for each of these groups. This 
is a “must” in the plan of our Visi- 
tation. 

MAKE DRAMATIC USE 


The National Department of 
Promotion has furnished unusually 
fine promotional material for this 
year’s Visitation. Samples and order 
blanks are already in the hands of 
the clergy, and all supplies except- 
ing the pledge cards are to be ob- 
tained from New York. The pledge 
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cards may be obtained from the 
Diocesan Department. 

These materials are dramatic and 
tuned to our times. Make dramatic 
use of them. We should not be hesi- 
tant in promoting the most dra- 
matic cause in the world. Also be 
sure to have Mr. W. L. Richards, 
whose visit is mentioned elsewhere 
in this issue, meet with your Plan- 
ning Group. His advice and help 
should be invaluable. 


DIOCESAN OBJECTIVES 


Many of our people still labor 
under the impression that all money 
on the red side of the pledge card 
goes to New York. They should be 
informed that it goes directly to the 
Diocese which in turn pledges a 
certain amount to the National 
Church program. 

In 1940, for instance, the Dio- 
cese received $33,784.29 in pledges 
from the parishes of which $15,- 
000 or 44.3 per cent was remitted to 
the National Council for its work 
in the Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions. We retained $18,784.29, 
using $13,895.29 or 41.1 per cent in 
our own missions, the balance ma- 
terially augmented by contributions 
from the Woman’s Auxiliary, En- 
dowment Fund Income and mis- 
cellaneous receipts and special 
donations, going towards the vari- 
ous departmental work in the Dio- 
cese, such as, Christian Education, 
College Work, Christian Social Re- 
lations, Publicity, Promotion, etc. 


Money to be used in the Diocese 
this year will go out in many direc- 
tions. Primary among the objec- 
tives will be the amortization of 
mission indebtedness, the promo- 
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tion of Chinese and Filipino mis- 
sions in our midst, and such needed 
work as the task of the Army and 
Navy Commission and the College 
Work. This should be understood 
by our canvassers. 

Our people need information 
above all things. The “V” stands 
for victory—of the individual, pa- 
rish, and Christian cause. 


PAROCHIAL AID FEATURE OF NA- 
TIONAL COUNCIL FALL PROGRAM 


The Presiding Bishop has de- 
clared it to be one of the aims of his 
Ten Year Forward in Service Pro- 
gram to “do more effectively every 
phase of the Church’s Program— 
in parish, diocese, nation and 
world.” 

To aid him in accomplishing this 
end, the Department of Promotion 
seeks toassist parishes toattainmore 
effective parish programs. One of 
the ways it does this is through in- 
tensive field work in a limited num- 
ber of dioceses. This work is being 
carried on by Mr. William Lee 
Richards, a layman, who has had 
wide experience in advertising and 
salesmanship. Mr. Richards will be 
in this Diocese October 27 to No- 
vember 26, and will be available for 
any parish or mission desiring his 
services. Appointments should be 
secured through the chairman of 
the Department of Promotion, the 
Rev. John P. Craine. This is a rare 
opportunity to secure strong and 
consecrated outside leadership and 
advice. 


Mr. Richards goes into the Dio- 
cese through arrangements with the 
Bishop, and Promotion Depart- 
ment, working in this fashion on a 
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program of parochial appointments 
arranged well before his arrival. 
Solutions for local problems are 
suggested, based upon experiences 
of other parishes where similar 
problems have been encountered. 

Among the matters which most 
frequently come up are: putting 
laymen to work ; increasing pledged 
income ; improving congregational 
singing ; increasing attendance at 
services ; refinancing parish debts ; 
arousing lay interest in the Church’s 
work. 

As arule, Mr. Richards is able to 
conduct four parochial conferences 
a week, preferably on Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Friday eve- 
nings. These are usually with the 
vestry, though other parish leaders 
may be invited at the discretion of 
the rector. The conferences may 
begin with supper. Prior to each 
meeting, it is well for him to con- 
sult with the rector personally— 


The Call Comes 
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during the afternoon perhaps, and 
also to have a look over the com- 
munity. If it seems wise for Mr. 
Richards to do follow-up consulta- 
tion the morning after the con- 
ference, he will gladly do this, 
providing time permits. 

In case Mr. Richards is in a pa- 
rish on Sunday, it is well to give 
him an opportunity to view the pa- 
rish from the pew. Because of the 
heavy program which he follows 
the remainder of the week, time 
does not permit preparation of ser- 
mons and addresses ; hence it is not 
advisable to call upon him for such 
service. 

The National Council pays all of 
Mr. Richards’ travel expense, in- 
cluding hotel and other local ex- 
penses. He makes his own travel 
and hotel arrangements, relieving 
the rector of this responsibility. 

To aid the Bishop, the rector and 
the parish and thus Forward in 
Service is the sole aim of this work. 


“Out of the confusion and agony of these war days comes the 
call for Christian service and ministration.

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The Significance of Malvern

The Bishop, the Dean of the Ca- 
thedral and fourteen other clergy 
attended the School of the Prophets 
on May 21st for a three and a half 
day conference on the Malvern 
Declaration and its significance for 
the American Church. The School 
had the benefit of the inspiring 
leadership of Dr. Spencer Miller, 
Jr., Consultant on Industrial Rela- 
tionships for the National Council. 

At the opening session, Dr. Mil- 
ler explained the Malvern Declara- 
tion in its setting against the really 
profound social revolution which is 
being effected in England under 
war conditions—a revolution re- 
flected in the advance and improve- 
ment in industrial and agricultural 
labor conditions, in social services, 
and in the field of education. 

Of almost equal importance is a 
significant and far-reaching Youth 
Movement, organized on a national 
scale to coordinate, revitalize and 
extend the existing agencies for 
youth work through the setting up 
of a National Youth Committee 
and local Youth Councils. Under- 
lying all this is a deep spiritual 
awakening, bringing a new, simpler 
life to the Church, and a “bombed 
unity” which works out in closer 
cooperation between the branches 
of the Church. 

“England has achieved in sixteen 
months a greater degree of demo- 
cratic social order than in the pre- 
vious three hundred years.” When 


one considers this statement, attrib- 
uted, I believe, to R. H. Tawney, in 
the light of the history of the last 
three hundred years in England, 
one can appreciate something of the 
amazing advances now being made. 

The School divided into two sec- 
tions to consider the application of 
the Declaration to American life, 
and the reports of these sections 
were submitted to a Findings Com- 
mittee composed of Dr. Miller, the 
Rev. Messrs. Mark Rifenbark, 
Harold S. Brewster, William C. 
Pearson and Eric Jackson. The 
findings are necessarily incomplete. 
A great deal more thought and 
study are necessary—far more than 
was possible in three and a half 
crowded days. Broad outlines are 
indicated of the way in which the 
principles underlying the Declara- 
tion may be worked out. Perhaps 
the next step should be the forma- 
tion of small groups of clergy and 
laity, each including one or more of 
those who took part in the original 
discussion at the School of the 
Prophets, to consider in greater de- 
tail the significance and the practi- 
cal application of the Malvern find- 
ings. Such groups, I think, are a 
necessary intermediary step before 
the formation of “Malvern Cells.” 

The report of the Findings Com- 
mittee follows: 

1. We believe that the Malvern 
Declaration is the most important 
and far-reaching statement that has 
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come out of the present interna- 
tional situation, and that it has 
struck a responsive chord in the 
Christian consciousness of this 
country. 

2. We believe that it challenges 
us to reexamine our own national 
and Church life, in the light of the 
Christian ethic. This challenge can 
only be met by the cooperative ac- 
tion of the various branches of the 
Christian Church, and in this the 
Episcopal Church should accept its 
full responsibility and offer its 
services, calling for the enlistment 
of clergy, laity of all walks of life, 
and especially of youth. 

3. We believe that a primary re- 
quirement is a Christian World 
Order which will overcome the 
evils of magnified nationalism, ra- 
cial antagonism, economic imperi- 
alism, and the distrust and intoler- 
ance to which minority groups are 
subject. 


4. We believe that the promise 
of the establishment of this Chris- 
tian World Order is seen in the 
growth of the Oecumenical Church 
into which the Holy Spirit is call- 
ing men of every race and nation- 
ality as into a true fellowship in 
which the ideals of cooperation and 
equal partnership are living facts. 
For this reason we believe that 
the missionary enterprise of the 
Church is the greatest witness to 


Christ in the world today, the very 


fulfillment of the declared will of 
God, and therefore that it should 
be brought before Christians with 
ever-increasing emphasis as an es- 
sential part of the responsibility of 
each individual member of the 
Church. 
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5. We believe that the mission- 
ary task should be interpreted both 
as the presentation of the Gospel of 
Christ to non-Christians and also as 
the promotion of every means of 
bringing together peoples of dif- 
fering nationalities and cultures in 
such ways as will lead to wider ap- 
preciation of the contribution each 
has to make to the building up of 
the Kingdom of God. This will in- 
clude the fostering of international 
conferences, student exchanges, 
visiting lectureships, good-will 
tours, and the general promotion of 
all means for the deepening of the 
appreciation of the various cultural 
and spiritual values. In short, the 
vision of the Oecumenical Church 
presented by Edinburgh, Oxford, 
Madras and Amsterdam must be 
made a living force and an effective 
inspiration to the Church life of 
our country. This will necessitate 
the awakening of the Christian pub- 
lic to greater sense of responsibility 
toward visitors of other nationality, 
in particular where differences of 
color are involved, that the welcome 
with which they are received may 
be the expression of a true spirit of 
Christian fellowship. 


6. We believe that there should 
be built up a spirit of understand- 
ing and cooperation between the 
United States and the Latin Ameri- 
can Republics through an intelli- 
gent use of the agency of newspaper 
exchanges, radio programs, and 
motion pictures, and the study of 
the mother tongue of each other’s 
country. 

7. We believe that it is the duty 
of the Church to work to secure a 
more just economic order for the 
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accomplishment of which the com- 
munity must accept the corporate 
obligation to provide such condi- 
tions of life and work as are con- 
ducive to living a full Christian life. 
We believe this includes the assur- 
ance of a reasonable security for 
each individual member of society, 
safeguarded by: 

a. the recognition of the right to 
work ; 

b. the guaranteeing of a fair 
compensation commensurate with 
the reasonable need of the indi- 
vidual ; 

c. the recognition of the right of 
all forms of labor to collective ne- 
gotiation ; 

d. the protection of adolescents 
who are gainfully employed, with 
special reference to those engaged 
in domestic and farm labor, stores 
and street trades ; 

e. the placing of the agricultural 
community on a basis comparable 
with urban and industrial interests ; 

f. a sufficient provision for un- 
employment and accident protec- 
tion, old age benefits, medical care 
and hospitalization ; 

g. the extension of educational, 
recreational and cultural privileges 
to all, filling up the gaps now exist- 
ing in the equality of educational 
opportunity, and making provision 
for the development of adult edu- 
cation in rural as well as in urban 
districts. 

8. We believe that the dispersion 
and concentration of population to 
meet the needs of seasonal em- 
ployment and the requirements 
of defense industries and mili- 
tary training cantonments create an 
emergency requiring the extended

spiritual and social ministrations of 
the Church and the Community. 

9. We believe that the recon- 
struction of society more in con- 
formity with the mind of Christ 
will entail a parallel reconstruction 
of the educational system to make 
it more effective. Such reconstruc- 
tion of education must aim at the 
preparation of the youth of the 
country to take an effective part in 
society both as workers and as citi- 
zens. There should be a closer co- 
operation between schools and in- 
dustrial life through democratically 
established advisory committees, 
jointly representative of both em- 
ployers and workers, to insure the 
systematic training of artisans and 
the planned induction of the new 
worker into industry. 

10. We believe that as such a 
new social order can only be real- 
ized on a Christian basis, and as re- 
ligious teaching is an integral part 
of education, these two principles 
should be put into practice, for in- 
stance, as a first and interim step, 
by the provision of religious in- 
struction through released time 
from public schools and the availa- 
bility of courses in the Christian re- 
ligion in institutions of higher edu- 
cation. 

11. We believe that the family is 
fundamental to the whole social 
structure and we would insist upon 
its recognition as an essential unit 
whose sanctity must be properly 
safeguarded, and whose creative 
functions must be extended. 

12. As “the earth is the Lord’s 
and the fullness thereof,” we be- 
lieve that in any reconstruction of 
society natural resources should be 
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developed in a spirit of stewardship 
of God’s bounty, not as absolute 
possessions subject to unplanned 
and selfish exploitation. We be- 
lieve that control of such resources 
should be recognized as primarily a 
community obligation, and where 
vested in private individuals such 
control should be of a contractual 
nature entailing definite obligations 
to the community for conservation 
and proper husbanding. 


13. We believe that as a means to 
achieving these ends the group-cell 
system, as described in the Malvern 
Declaration, formed upon the basis 
of common prayer, study and serv- 
ice, should be utilized to teach the 
techniques of Christian coopera- 
tion and social action. We recom- 
mend that the members of these 
cells take an active part in such local 
problems as housing, industrial re- 
lationship, care of the sick, child 
welfare, delinquency, gambling and 
liquor control, protection of minor- 
ity groups, and race relationships, 
and also in training men and women 
to participate in local political 
action and other community serv- 
ices. 


14. We believe that more stress 
must be laid upon that aspect of the 
missionary work of the Church 
which lies at our immediate door— 
the proclamation of the Gospel by 
word and deed-in our relations with 
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the unchurched population of this 
country. 

15. We believe that as our Lord 
alone can transform life, it is essen- 
tial both to proclaim Him who dem- 
onstrated His victory over life as 
well as over death, and also to show 
and teach the techniques of mediat- 
ing His power to transform the 
world. 

16. Christ reigns, and in His 
Church we see the fulfillment of 
God’s will for man. We thank God 
for His blessings to this country in 
the preservation of spiritual and 
political liberties and in the pro- 
vision of material riches. We 
acknowledge with humility our 
failure in stewardship of these 
blessings in that they have not been 
extended equally to all members of 
the commonwealth. Yet as Chris- 
tians we believe in His power to re- 
deem the folly of man and to turn 
our failures to His ultimate tri- 
umph. 

Christ reigns, and above and 
through this present tragedy and 
chaos He goes forward to His vic- 
tory. Let us work with Him for the 
realization of His reign on earth— 
the gathering of all peoples into the 
fellowship of His Church, the re- 
demption of man, body, soul and 
spirit, through the crucified, risen 
and ascended Christ the King.

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Questions for Everyone 


In every parish and mission of 
the diocese of California, small 
groups of laymen, women and 
youth are expected to meet this 
month to discuss a series of ques- 
tions which have been sent to the 
clergy from the Presiding Bishop’s 
office in New York. It is part of 
the nation-wide ten-year program, 
“Forward in Service.” 

Special attention will be given 
during the fall and winter to two 
aspects of the Church’s work: 
(1) improving our knowledge and 
practice of worship and prayer; 
(2) improving the total program of 
activities in the parish and of every 
organization in it. 

Preliminary meetings of convo- 
cational groups have already been 
held—at Alameda on September 
16, in San Francisco on September 
18, at Hollister on September 22, 
and at Palo Alto on October 1. 
Meetings should now be held in 


each parish and mission for the dis- 


cussion of questions like these sug- 
gested in the following list : 


WORSHIP 


What proportion of our people 
worship regularly? How can we 
increase the number? 

How can our services be im- 
proved in such ways as music, ser- 
mons, types and hours of services, 
heating and ventilation ? 

How can our children and young 
people participate more freely in 
the services? Do they need more 
instruction in the services? 


Are Corporate Communions 
helpful? 


What can the parish do to stimu- 
late the worship of our people in 
their homes ? (For example, family 
prayers, grace at meals, use of 
“Forward—Day by Day,” more 
extensive Bible reading, etc.) 


STUDY 


How can our Church school be 
improved? Have we in the parish 
many children who do not attend? 
Do we try to reach unchurched 
children? 

How can the parish help our 
teachers? Is the budget of the 
school adequate? Is there good co- 
operation with the home? 

Do our young people have op- 
portunities for study and discus- 
sion of religious subjects? Have 
they adequate leaders? 

Would a group of adults attend a 
week-day class on religion? 

How can we learn more about 
the world-wide work of our 
Church? About its history and doc- 
trine? 

Would a teaching mission help? 


FELLOWSHIP 


What opportunities for fellow- 
ship, other than work in common, 
does our parish offer to children, 
young people, adults? Are these 
sufficient ? What others would you 
suggest ? 

WORK 


Does our Church school provide 
good opportunity for work by the 
pupils? 

Are the capacities of our young 
people employed?

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Why do only a minority of our 
people support the parish by regu- 
lar pledged gifts? Why an even 
smaller number the missionary 
budget? How can we increase this 
number ? 


Are we giving our real share to 
the work outside of the parish? 


Do our people understand and 
practice Proportionate Giving? 
Have we many “tithers?”” Why not 
more? 


How can we make our parish a 
more effective force in community 
work? Do you know how we can 
help? 

Can the organization of the par- 
ish be strengthened? How?

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What an Experiment Revealed 


An interesting analysis of reli- 
gious groups in a recently devel- 
oped area is revealed in the results 
of an experiment conducted by St. 
Paul’s parish, Oakland, during the 
first six months of the year. 

Under the direction of the Rev. 
O. Herbert Aanestad, assisted by a 
number of lay-workers, 772 fam- 
ilies were called upon in the hills 
beyond Mountain Boulevard in 
Oakland. Of this number only 44 
families were found to be enrolled 
in some Episcopal Church parish ; 
members of 61 families claimed 
some Episcopal Church back- 
ground. Other church interests 
were: Presbyterian, 101 families ; 
Roman Catholic, 87; Methodist 
and Baptist, 63 ; Congregationalist, 
41; Christian Science, 37; Lu- 
theran, 17; Mormon and Advent- 
ist, 10; Jewish, 4; Quaker, 3; 
Theosophist, 1; not definite, 197. 

As many of the families had been 
but recently established, only thir- 
teen children with an Episcopal 


Church background were found to 
be interested in a Sunday School. 
While this survey was being con- 
ducted, Presbyterian Church offi- 
cials were stirred to further activ- 
ity, and succeeded in strengthening 
their small mission in the same area 
by appointing a full-time minister, 
whose services and support were 
guaranteed by the denominational 
Home Missions Board. Under the 
circumstances, St. Paul’s Vestry, 
faced with a financial stringency 
caused by other unexpected ex- 
penses and the loss by death and 
removal of former contributors, 
felt compelled to withdraw from 
further extension of the experi- 
ment. The problem opened by this 
project was seen to be part of a 
larger question : How can the Epis- 
copal Church best minister to its 
people in rapidly developing areas 
in Oakland and the hills beyond, 
from a small cluster of churches in 
the down-town section of the com- 


munity?

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We Point with Pride 


The St. Luke’s Hospital School 
of Nursing, San Francisco, was 
founded in 1870 as an integral part 
of the St. Luke’s Hospital. Since 
then over eleven hundred nurses 
have graduated from the school, 
to go into the community as pri- 
vate duty, public health and insti- 
tutional nurses. The school is a 
modern, up-to-date institution 
whose students bear fine reputa- 
tions for good nursing care; the 
Alumni Association is an active and 
functioning body; and the faculty 
are well educated and well prepared 
teachers who have themselves not 
stopped learning. 

Today the school numbers 
eighty-six students, most of whom 
have had college before entering 
the hospital. The life they lead is 
not like that led by their predeces- 
sors ; no longer do they scrub floors 
and wash blankets nor live in the 
hospital next to the patients for 
whom they care. Now, a great deal 
of time is spent in classes, where 
theory and practice are taught be- 
fore the student may be allowed to 
go into the wards. Field trips, con- 
ferences, projects in various sub- 
jects help to fill the “off-duty” 
hours. 

There are certain requirements 
which must be met before the stu- 
dent may enter the School of Nurs- 
ing. She must be between 18 and 
30 years of age, in good health, 
must have had a course in chem- 
istry (either high school or col- 
lege) and one in psychology, and 


must pass a series of “aptitude 
tests” to determine whether or not 
she should enter the field of nurs- 
ing. After three years in the school 
she receives her diploma and is 
eligible for the state board exami- 
nations. If she passes the exami- 
nations she procures a license 
which permits her to engage in pro- 
fessional nursing. 

There are several organizations 
within the school, one of the largest 
of which is the Altar Guild. This 
group is composed of all Episco- 
palians who wish to work at the 
Altar, and it does the usual work. 
During the school year the Guild 
meets once a month at which time 
talks are given or informal discus- 
sions are held about matters of 
faith and doctrine. The number of 
attending students is evidence of 
the interest of this group in spirit- 
ual affairs. 


The course of training is three 
years in length. This course, how- 
ever, is only the beginning for many 
nurses. The thirty units credit 
which they receive for their course 
is a step to the coveted Bachelor’s 
Degree in Nursing. Or, they may 
work towards a public health cer- 
tificate and enter that field of work. 
Nurses from St. Luke’s are found 
in all branches of nursing, and a 
“St. Luke’s Nurse” is always wel- 
come on any staff. The name itself, 
because of its association with good 
training, dignity, courtesy, and 
breeding, is often found to be an 
“Open, Sesame” to desirable posi- 
tions. 
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Bed Fund in Red 


St. Luke’s Day Offering Urged by Bishop Block 


I wish to lay upon the hearts of 
our clergy and parishioners a mat- 
ter of extreme importance: The 
Bishop’s Bed Fund. This fund is 
in arrears in excess of $3,000, an 
accumulation of the past three or 
four years. It is hardly necessary 
for me to inform the deiay of the 
purpose of this fund.

It has been my hope that the 
benefits of this fund can be offered 
to the families of the clergy of the 
diocese without discrimination.

About the Army 


The city of San Luis Obispo has 
become an Army post almost over- 
night, with Army attendant prob- 
lems for both the civil and military 
populations. 

Our problem in St. Stephen’s 
Parish, as we conceived it, was two- 
fold: one, the religious and recrea- 
tional care of our own boys in 
camp, and secondly, the taking part 
in some recreational program for 
the men at large. Through a re- 
ligious census of the Corps Area 
Service Command before the ar- 
rival of the 40th Division, and sub- 
sequently through a series of meet- 
ings of the Chaplain Corps of the 
40th Division and the Clergy of 
San Luis Obispo, we have been able 
to establish excellent co-operation 
between the parish and the camp. 

St. Stephen’s Parish is holding 
Open House in the Parish Hall on 
Friday nights, as our part in the 
General Recreation Program, 
under the leadership of a commit- 
tee of Vestrymen and their wives, 
and in cooperation with the Camp 
Recreational Officer. 

Through cards sent us by the 
Army and Navy Commission of 
the diocese and through lists sent us 
by Priests outside the diocese, we 
have been able to gather in a large 
group of our own boys for Sunday 
services. We have found the Sun- 
day evening service the most pop- 
ular. Following this service the 
soldiers meet with a college-age 
young people’s group in the Parish 
House for a short meeting and a 
social hour. 

The ease with which the men in 


service are entertained and the suc- 
cess of the whole program has been 
gratifying in the extreme, and the 
interest shown by both the officers 
and men in our work has helped 
materially in solving some of the 
problems faced by the community 
and the camp. 


Novel Idea Gets Prayer 
Books To Fort Ord 


The Episcopal Chaplains at Fort 
Ord have been supplied with 200 
Prayer Books and combined 
Prayer and Hymn Books by the 
people of St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, 
Pacific Grove.

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Soldiers of Christ 


With all the emphasis on na- 
tional defense these days, let’s not 
forget that every baptized Chris- 
tian is a soldier of Christ. 

When a child is baptized, the 
priest takes him in his arms and 
makes the sign of the Cross on his 
forehead, saying: “We receive this 
child into the congregation of 
Christ’s flock ; and do sign him with 
the sign of the Cross, in token that 
hereafter he shall not be ashamed 
to confess the faith of Christ cruci- 
fied, and manfully to fight under his 
banner, against sin, the world, and 
the devil; and to continue Christ’s 
faithful soldier and servant until 
his life’s end.” 

Suppose soldiers in the American 
army were permitted to “get away 
with” some of the excuses that 
Christian soldiers often give for 
staying away from church. The 
Rev. Harcourt Johnson of Winter 
Haven, Fla., has put some of these 
excuses into army terminology. 
Here they are: 

“I don’t like the Commanding 
Officer.” 

“I don’t like some of the other 
fellows in my company.”

A new bulletin to reach this edi- 
tor is the printed, four-page, 
monthly issue of the ‘‘Parish 
News” of St. Paul’s, Burlingame. 


Results of the Lenten mite-box 
offerings from parishes and mis- 
sions for 1941 present an interest- 
ing story, in figures released re- 
cently by the Diocesan Treasurer. 
In first place is still Christ Church, 
Alameda, with a total of $347.24. 
In second place is St. Paul’s, Oak- 
land, an upstart with over 100 per 
cent increase, from $102 in 1940 to 
$277 this year. Third is Trinity, 
San Francisco, fourth St. Paul’s, 
Burlingame, and fifth True Sun- 
shine Mission, with a sacrificial of- 
fering of $154.82, which should 
put all our Church Schools to 
shame. Another 100 per cent in- 
crease was St. Paul’s, Walnut 
Creek, while Corte Madera, Sausa- 
lito, Pittsburg, Annette, and Park- 
held reported offerings in 1941 
where there was no report in 1940. 
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Complaints voiced at a gathering 
of that famous American institu- 
tion, the Service Club Luncheon, 
almost invariably invoke a fine 
upon the complainant, however 
just his cause. The Pacific Church- 
man might well follow this ex- 
ample. We need money for more 
pages in this august publication, 
that all news may be printed, and 
we need more publicity in many 
parishes and missions. We can’t 
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what we don’t know ; we can’t 

w what we don’t read or hear ; 

we can’t read the items that aren’t 

sent to us; and we can’t hear what 

parishes themselves fail to pub- 

licize. None of the editors is on this 

job full-time. First, publish a 

weekly leaflet of news, and second, 
send it in to us.
